The Central Government of Mexico has com~ 
menced hostilities against the U. S of Amanca,

lor, and the city of Matamoras taken and occupt 
ed by the forces of the U. S. The tivo nations 
being actually at war by thig transaction, I sh 
hoist the standard of the U.S at Monterey îm- 
mediately, and shall carry it throughout Califor- 
nia. , “ 

I declare to the inhabitants of California, 
although I come in arms, with a powerful torce, 
Ido not come among them as an enemy to Cali- 


as henceforward California will be a postion of 
the U, S and its peaceable inhabitants will cn-

Johnsons settlement on the 11th inst. after an 
absence of some ten days}he traveled on horse 
back and found the road very good both going 
and returning. On hisarrival at that settlement 
he found’the five women and two men that had 
succéeded in geting in from the unfortunate coms 
pany now on the mountains, in' much better health 
than could have been expectd; in fact they wére 
suffering merely from their feet being slightly 
mjured dy the frost.: They are living with. the 
families of Messrs. Keyser and Sicard, and will’ 
come down to the Fort for protection as soon as 
they can walk. Capt, Kern succeeded in getting 
off the company that we raised here, by mount- 
ing them on horses belonging to Capt. J A. Sut- 
ter. The men thatreturned from the mountains 
thought they could get to the company with but 
four days travel in the snow! (one of thr two men 
returned with the party,) but before Capt. Kern 
left Johneon’s they had a heavy-fall of siow on 
the mountains reaching within 15 miles of John- 
sons house. They started in good spirits, and 
we are in hopes they will be able to reach them. 
Capt K. would have accompanied the party as 
far as the Bear River Valley immed iately at the, 
mountains, but was not able to croésthe Bear 
river at Johnson’s with his horses as the raft and 
boat had been carried offby high water. I hope 
your citizens will do all in their power to assist 
the unfortnnate party on the mountains. All the 
horrid reports that they have received, part of 
which E wrote you in my last were corroborated 
by those who were so fortunate aa to get În. * .

The U. S. iron steamship Alleghany is now 
approaching completion at the building yard of 
Joseph Tonnlson,-the contrattor at this place, 
and from the. appearance of the work, both as re~ 
dg strength and smoothness, we do not hesi- 
tate to say that it will compare with any similar 
work in the country. The Alleghany has been 
constructed by John L Porter, Naval construct- 
or, under whose direction the ship, spars, gun 
carriages, boats, joiner work, &c, have beeh 
made ‘To that obliging gentleman, we are ins 
debted- for the following particulars connected 
with the vessel, Her dimensions are as follows. 


Length of deck 183 feet. 
Length of keel 170 
Beam moulded 84 
Depth do 19 
Length everall . 200

She was built entirely of iron, excepting the 
planking‘on the guri deck; her store room, brea 
_room, shell room, sail room, magazine, chain lock- 
er, coal bunks, head-capstans, «&c, being all iron, 
as also her gun and herth deck, water ways, &c, 
The Alleghany is to be. barque rigged, and wall 
present a handsome appearance on the Water, and 
itis the opinion of competent judges that she 
will be a fast ship under canvass alone. Her 
riging, which has been made by John Irwin & 
Sons, of this place, is all fitted andready to go on 
board as soon as the ship is launched. She is to 
be propelled with Lieut W. W. Hunters sub- 
merged horizontal propellers, which officeris also 
superintending the work, and from the energy 
that he has manifested nt all times ta carry out 
his plan, we heartily wish that in this ship he may 
be triumphantly successful, which we have every 
+ reason to believe will be the case. Fler arma~ 

ment for the present will consist of four heavy 64 
pounder mounted on pivots, so as to fire in any 

irection. These guns will weigh 10,000 pounds 
each, and were. manufactered by Messrs. Knapp 
& Totten, of this place, and from the great 
strength with which they are made it is caleulas 
ted they will range much farther than any guns 
uow in use in our navy. The ship is also piers 
ced for aside battery of six 32 pounders, which 
can be put on at pleasure. It is calculated that 
her draught of water, when fully equipped for 
sea, will be 13 feat She has two low pressure 
engines of 300 horse power each, which are also 
being built‘»y Mr, Tomlinson, the workmanship 
of which could do credit to any establishment ;— 
her cylinders are GO inches diameter and four feet 
stroke,—Pittsburg Post.
